Tlie tornado shoved the Nebekers’ 
camper-trailer, parked in the front ' 
yard, approximately 30 yards, leaving 
it upside down and tattered. Indenta- 
tions in the mud showed where the 
silver camper had rolled five times be- 
fore coming to its final resting place. 

A trampoline also in the Nebekers’ 
front yard was destroyed when the 
twister apparently picked it up and 
threw it over the house and into a pas- 
ture. Nebeker estimated the distance

noting that the tornado also destroyed 
a windbreak behind the house and

Officials and victims alike noted 
the strength of the. accompanying 
hailstorm and the rapidity with which 
sunny skies returned. 

Gooding County officials said the 
storm dumped between one and two 
inches of hail on the ground. Pieces of 
that hail, according to Nebeker, wore 
between half and three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter.

» STANLEY — The final numbers of 
eteelhead at Idaho’s two lost stops on 
the migration ladder will be consider* 
ably better than predicted as recently 
as three weeks ago, but not up to ex* 
pccted goals at two collection points. 

The Sawtooth Hatchery, located 
soulh of Stanley, currently has 815 
adults in and'niay still be looking for 
as many as another third, based on 
some biological observation. Mean- 
while, the Pahslmcroi hatchery had 
collected 1,940 adult steelhoad, sufiT* 
cient to provide an extra fouj miliion 
eggs to the Sawtooth and also provide 
a few adults for out-planting in the 
main Salmon River headwaters. The: 
trap was yielding about 50 steelhead 
per night until four.nights a^o.whenlL 


dropped to 17 and has stayed in that 
area. Rising water and increased col- 
bratirm may be responsible but this is 
the calendar time for the run to be 
winding down.. 

The reallark spot thus far is the 
return of “B*’ strain steelhead stodc to 
the East Fork. That numbered just 
165 as of Tuesday morning, well un- 
der the desired return. that hopes to 
establish the East Fork_,as a “B” 
strain fishery. 

Tom Rogers, superintendent of the 
Sawtooth Hatchery, says the depart- 
ment has raised its prediction for to- 
tal take to something in the area of 
1,000. -

One more cautionary word has 
been, gleaned from the returnees at 
Sawtooth and Pahsimeroi facilities. 

The wild fish or natural-grown 
steelhead in the final ' analysis 
amounted to just eight percent of the 
total. 

The wild fish is considered the ma- 
jor focus of Idaho anadromous man- 
agement because it is feared that con- 
tinued reproduction of hatchery gen- 
erations will result in deterioration of 
that segment’s gene pool. Unless 
Idaho has a pure genetic pool to draw 
from, the probability of the hatchery 
strain retaining sufficient stamina to 


repeat the 900-milc spawning ruh be- 
comesdim. 

Lower Columbia River counting, 
stations were reporting a high per- 
centage of wild. fish in the, upriver 
populations last summer and fall. 
This high performance by the wild 
strain was refiected in the Indian 
commercial take and accounted for a 
good percentage of sport- fishing, al- 
though Idaho requires fully-finned 
fish to be relumed. The lower Colum- 
bia Indian gillnct fishery is estimated 
to have taken 35,000 wild fish.. 

Early in the spawning run, Pahsim- 
eroi was reporting 45 percent of the 
steelhead were natural-grown fish. 

Because of the late surge of fish 
into the Pahsimeroi, that facility is 
providing four million eggs to the 
Sawtooth. Additionally, 83 adult 


steclKedd have been transported' from 
Pahsimeroi to the Salmon River head- 
waters to spawn naturally.' So far' 
Pahsimeroi has done no oulplanting 
in its area. This year's plan is to hatch 
-the eggs out and place the progeny in 
the wilds as fry. 

The iiianagement plan for the Saw-, 
tooth is to pass one-third of the 
spawning populotion above the weir 
to spawn naturally. Rogers said be- 
cause of the dearth of fish early, all 
hatchery adults have been held at the 
hatchery and only the native fish 
have been pass^upriver. If the final 
surge offish follows the usual pattern 
of being basically -female, some oul- 
planting is still possible, he said. 

' The 165 steelhead taken at the 
East Fork is well below hopes but bet- 
ter than anticipated two weeks ago 
when just 35 had come back. The ra-

It was raining across the Stanley 
Basin Wednesday morning, providing 
a little optimism for what apparently 
will- be a poor spring fiow to take 
downstream migrants to the ocean. ■ •

Spring creeks hereabouts provide some classic fishing 


Spring creek fishing is extolled by the great 
anglers of every age. 

Book after book has been written about 
matching the hatch on the Letort, the Yellow 
Britches and other famous waters of the east. 

Eastern writers try to pay western rivers their 
highest complirnent in comparing them to the 
limestone-laced waters of Pennsylvania and ' 

_New_York. 

Well, here in the Magic Valley, we have real 
spring creeks, most of them quite short but all of 
them jewel-clear \vith emerald water foliage, , 
continuous steady water temperature. The min- 
erals in the water comes from basalt and not — — 
limestone but they still support mayfly hatches, 
freshwater shrimp, ecuds, caddis, stoneflics and 
waterside tcrrcstial insects. 

Some “creeks" arc only a few yards of pristine 
water, ducking into the Snake River quickly. 

One such small creek held trout up to 2 pounds. 


I would guess its total length at less than 50 
yard s. Road improvement destroy ed it. 

These classic waters require some diff'erent 
techniques for catching fish. Bait anglers arc of- 
ten frustrated because the water is full of water 
weedBjjocks.aiui-8nags.-The classic bait hole of 
-larger waters generally does hot exist. If it does, 
it is overfished. Instead, there arc pockets, rills, 
runs — some only inches wide and a foot or so 
long. 

These waters are Ideal for dry.fly fishing. The 
accuracy inherent in a 'fly rod allows the caster 
to cover the water more efficiently than the lure 


fishermen, the bait fishermen or even the wet fly 
fishermen can even hope to accomplish. 

The multiplicity of cross currents, varying ve- 
locities and complex patterns of light and dark 
water areas create a fascinating, changing series 
of challenges to the fly caster. 

Generally, a long cast is not necessary, but 
gentle accuracy is a must. In the foster waters, 

'sUch'as the middle seclioh of Nfagara'Springsr 

an upstream cast is the most successful. Cross 
current casts have little chance of success be- 
cause the manifold currents create an immedi- 
ate unnatural drag. 

-To fish upstream, you must wade. Our little 
spring creeks offer a challenge and some sur- 
prises. Many creeks have fish hatcheries above 
them. The sediment and sludge from the hatch- 
eries create nauseating traps for the unwary. If 
you ar^ new to wa'dingund you hit a bank of this ' 


soft bottomless muck, it can scare the bejabbers 
out of you. 

It is dangerous ifyou panic because as you 
struggle to free yourself, you can easily be pulled 
offbolancc. Be careful, Ifyou encounter such a 
situation, back out carefully, retracing your 
steps. Onccyou learn to recognize the goos, you- 
avoid it without thinking. 

, Thc_slick.rocks.can be anolher.hazard..Since.I 

always use stream cleats of aluminum, I seldom • 
slip but I remember the days of rubber or felt 
bottom boots and advise you to place your feet 
carefully. Net jump, never leave u sure hold with 
one foot before you establish n secure hold with 
the second. 

When wading in spring creeks remember that 
it is part of your fishing. It is a tactic and a strat- 
egy; •
